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Conrission Exhibit 1236 (attached), contains the 
results of a November 25, 1963, check of the record* of the 
-Chicago Tribune" newspaper nor*** by the FBI. Mn mxtLel* 
vas found which stated Cook_ died on January 5, 1940. It 
states that Cook_ went to the union offices on Vembmx t, 
1039, and while talking to Martin, was shot ns a result of 
an argument involving the amount of pay given to union 
cambers. The article point* out that Cook_ went to the 
hospital under his own power and gave a statement to the 
effect that while talking with Martin, Martin became 
angry, pulled a gun and shot him. In his trial, Martin 
Maintained that he shot Cook_ in self-defense as it was 
Cook who had the gun. Martin's secretary testified ah* 
»«v the two men arguing and struggling, but could mot see 


who had the gun or how it was fired.

about this matter came from Jack Fubenstein on December 9, 


1939. 

a second article rep o rts that on January 16, 1940, 
Martin was freed of the charges of murdering Cook_.
